A Onmvnse funeral in the East end of Lon- 
don must be rathor 4 novelty, and:a-homo 
paper thus describes an incident of this 
nature :--An extraordinary scene was wit- 
nessed in the Hast-end of London on the 
8rd Dec. at the funeral of a Chinaman, 
named Sut Poo, aged twenty-six, of 12, 
Limohouso-causoway. A large concourse of 
pooplo gathered at the houso previous to tho 
departure of the remains, which were placed 
ins polished oak coffin. The cortége con- 
sisted of several mourning carriages, a 
number of cabs and private vehicles oo- 
cupied by Chinamen, of whom a Jarge num- 
her live in the neighbourhood, which is, in 
fact, a Chinesa colony, where many opium 
deus -are known to oxiet.. Inthe doad 
man’s month were placed two silvor of 4, 
while some amal) cards with holes puncued 
in them and printed in Chinese characters, 
sail to be prayers, were placed io the 
oofin, Bofore starting a quantity of 
Chinese fireworks were exploded from the 
windows of the coaches. On arrival at 
the East London Cemetery a pail contain. 
ing roast pork, roast fowl, rico, apples, 
oranges, a. bottle of gin, Chinoszo, chop- 
atioks, pnpors on which. yere written 
Chinese characters, and small cups, . was 
emptied, the contents being placed around 
the grave, The paper and chopaticks were 
then get fire to, and the mourners, with 
hands clasped, bowed before the fire. At 
the request of Mr Chivers, tha Qoroner’s 
officer for Poplar, the English clergyman 
connected with the comatery then read the 
Burial Service in English, to which the 
Chinamen, though they did not uucover, 
listened attentively. The body waa then 
lowered into tho grave, and the Chinese 
threw some earth upon the coftin three 
times in succtasion, with the food and 
fruit. The bottle of gin. was then. served 
out in small cups to the bystanders. The 
ceremony then ended, and the mourners ro- 
turned homewards,

DEATH OF ADMIRAL OHANDLER. 

‘Wo rogret very much to have to record 
the doath of Rear-Admiral Ralph Chandlor, 
Oommander-in-Chief of the U. 8. Naval 
‘Forces on the Asiatio Station; which vecurc- 
ed at the Hongkong Hotel yostorday ovening. 
Admiral Chandler arrived in Hongkong 
with tho Marion on Friday last. He was 
accompanied by Mra and Miss Chandler 
Gnd engaged rooma in the Hongkong Hotel. 
Yesterday morning he had arranged to call 
on His Excollency the Governor, and 
although he felt somewhat unwell ho 
resolved to keep hia appointment, 
Juat before arriving at Government Houro 
he was weized with a fit of apoplexy. ~The 
symptoms at first did not seem to be very 
serious, aud, thinking it was only a terpo- 
rary giddiness, ho told his aidcs-de-camps 
that ho desired to complete the visit to the 
Governor, o8 overy prepatition bad’ been 
made to recaive him, On arrival at Govern: 
mont House ho was most kindly ‘received 
by the Governor and Lady dea Veeux:- He 
seated himself firat in an arm chair.in the 
arden and after recovering alittle walked 
into the parlor and talked for ‘a short tima 
with Hia Lxcellency. The Governor 
and hia aides were most assiduous in 
their attention. From the first they urged 
ho should take a bedroom in Government 
Houso, where he would receive every care. 
and they repeatedly renewed the offer. 


But the Admiral, who did not. think his 
illness vary serious, insisted upon return- 
ing to the Hongkong Hotel, whore his family 
isresiding. The Governor, with much fore- 
thought, immediately despatched a physician 
to the Hotel, whose arrival was coincident 
with thatofthe Admiral. Admiral Chandler 
gradually lost consciousness during the 
afternoon and expired at 9.16 p.m. 

By tha desth of Admiral Chandler, the 
United States Navy loaes a brave officer, 
an officer whose metal had béon’ tested ib 
action and had shown himself brave and 
foarleea, and one who would allow no diffi. 
culties or, dangers tu awerve him from the 
performance of his duty. Onecoin a fight, 
it waa said, thoro was no getting him ont of 
it, In the American, Navy he bore the 
highest reputstion, His bravery. and cool- 
Ress in action, the two groat requisites of 
those who aro called to defend their coun- 
try, wera universally recognised ; and he 
joined With these qualities-fertility’ of | re- 
source, Which is porhaps o particularly dis- 
tinguishing. character of Americans, and 
which he shared in large measure, In his 
private life he was distinguished by his an- 
pretentiona manneraand-kindly disposition, 
He gained the affection of a wide circle 
of frionda to whom his death will ba a great 
loss, Tho following is his record from

PAWNSHOPS IN CHINA. 
Pawnehops in China are said to have 
had their origin in the prison, Impeou- 
nious prisoners pledged their few belong- 
ings to such of their fellow-captives os had 
money to spare, and, with the connivance 
of the warders, this practice wan gradually 
extended onteido the prison walls, and 
people in 'waut'of money used to come and 
pledge their property to the incarcerated 
pawobrokera, The conyenience of: thia 
olasé of transaction ono’ established, it ra~ 
pidly developed into the form in which we 
now find it ; relic of its origin still exist- 
ing in tho wooden railing, represeating tho 
prison bars, which ia to be found at the 
entrance of most ~ pawnshops. Pawn- 
brokers, moreover, are not sapposed to 
leave thelr shop in tho day time, but only 
surreptitiously at night. It would seem 
that a pawnbroker’s life in Peking is not a 
particularly comfortable one. His trade 
noootsatily brings upon him the odium of 
ell his clionts,: and ho appears to, be 
safe from moleatation only. behind his 
ouunter, which is mich ‘highor than 
are those found in other shops. If he 
ventures” out in daylight ho invariably 
rides in a.cart, with the bilnd let down in 
front ; and when he goes out at night tho 
lantern he carries does not. bear the name 
of ‘hia establishment. In the event ‘of au 
altercation taking place ‘over a» business 
transaction he dare not crosa bis counter, 
ag such a proceeding would put bim at once 
in the wrong; and whenever he comes 
before & Magistrate either as plaintiff or 
defendant he must first pay down 600 tiao, 
soy $69, which he loses whother tho caso 
goes. in his favour or. against him. If a 
pawoshop catches, fira no assistance is ren- 
dered by the fire brigades, and the eatablish- 
ment is allowed to born out, This rule 
has atisen from the litigation and diaturb- 
ance that invariably took: place when only 
part of the stock’ was burnt, and all the 
clients came ‘forward to claim their pro-| 
perty.

THE MISSING MEN OF TAE 
F ANGLO INDIA, 

Tho Tamsni Correspondent of the. Shang- 
hai Mereury writes'as followa :—The Cock. 
chofer did not go to the wrcek of the Anglo 
India, os she intended to do, and as I 
wroto in my Jost, ij having suddenly com- 
moenced tu blow a NE, gale, so she wae 
unable to proceed out. Captain Maxwell! 
and Mr Bourne, our Acting British Uonaul, 
went. overland to the wreck on the 18th. 
The ship in buried dawn to the coppor, 
sand most of the deok wut of hor, and her 
two iron’ masta are lying acrosa the ship 
Tho beach near the wreck is covered with 
wrockage for over 4 mile. 

There isno news whatever of the fourteen 
wmissing men belonging to the vessel, and if 
they hava not bean pigkod up by a passing 
vessel, there are fears that thoy foundered 
in tho galo. of tho 7th instant, and all 
drowned, It will bo vary sad.if such 
ia their fate, for it seems almost certain 
that their lives will have boon sacrifecd on 
account of their boing afraid to land, seeing 
the rough way their shipmates were used by 
the nativeson landing, who atrippod thom of 
their clothing, ouly leaving just enough to 
cover their nukedneas,. It is even stated by 
the crew. that the natives wore not satiafied 


with this, but that they actuallystoned thom. |.

AN INCIDENT(ON THE CHINESE 

RAILWAY, 

An incident which occurred on the 
new Uhinese railway between Talac' and 
Tientain shows, how easily serious trouble 
may arise hetwoon natives and foreigners 
in China, and how, 2s the pointe of 
contact aro increased, the chanacs of fric- 
tion ara augmented. Tho incident is thus 
related by the, Chinese Times :—‘some 
foreigners having purchased first-class 


tickets, presumably entitling thent to sit. 
ting reom combined with reasonable bodily 


comfort, found the only first-class'car ocou- |- 


pied by tha servanta of a mandsrin. who, 
not content with monopolizing all the 
available sitting room with pots of flowers, 
beds, hat boxes, guld. paper ornaments, 
and other articles indispensable to the tra- 
velling Chinaman of position, had lighted 
an earthen pan of charcoaljin the middle 
of the door, ‘ 

The foreigners, who had on previous oo- 
casions in China experienced’ the pleasure 
of asphyxiation, expoatulated at the lant. 
named item, and suggested thatrittwould 
bo better outside, They were immodiatoly 
assailed with a flood of foul Billingsgate in 
the Court dialect, sod a suggestion that if 
they did not like the surroundings they 
might seek another method of travelling, 
The Chinese Railway ofticials, when appeal- 
ed to, were apparently powerless. Tho offen- 
dera (who, by the way, had none of them 
firsticlaas ticketa) wore the servants of o 
mandarin, go, they. dared , not. interfere. 
Things wero boginning ‘to be very unplon- 
sant for the foreigners when the European 
guard of the train appeared on the scene, 
aud, thanks to his tact and admirable self- 
control in the face of the most aggravatin, 
circumstances, he effuated the extinction o} 
the charcoal pan and the tranafer of the balk 
of the baggage and of the mandarin’s fol- 
lowers to a more suitable part of the train, 
At ono time ho was boing somewhat sovoroly 
hustled inside the carriage, while tho other 
servants ouiside were siruggling to get into 
it, and also past the foreigners, who wore 
keeping the door against them, and cries of
